Dl shows an arrangement with an implant according to the 
preamble of claim 1. The outer layer consists of crystalline 
titanium dioxide which largely or completely assumes the 
anatase phase. 

The arrangement according to claim 1 therefore is known from 
Dl f Consequently, the invention defined in claim 1 lacks 
novelty and inventive step. 

The arrangements according to claims 2-10 are also previous 
known from Dl. Consequently, claims 2-10 also lack novelty and 
inventive step. 

D2 shows a method for producing a dental implant with an outer 
layer of titanium dioxide. The voltage and the dwell time of 
the part in the electrolyte are chosen dependent on the 
preferred characteristics of the outer layer. It must be 
considered adjacent for person skilled in the art to choose 
the voltage and the dwell time such that the titanium dioxide 
assumes the crystalline anatase phase. 

The method according to claims 11-13 therefore lack inventive 
step.
